FOLLOWING THE LORD FULLY.

It is said of Caleb that he followed the Lord fully, 
and thus the possibility of a full service to the Lord is 
presented. But few of the many followers of Christ 
will ever have so much said of them. Following the 
Lord is a scriptural phrase used to include the whole 
system of Christianity relative to our duty, obligations, 
and practices. Thus soldiers follow their leaders, and 
children follow their parents, and disciples follow their 
teacher. Following the Lord fully is to be distin- 
guished from the partial way that many follow him, 
even among the most pious and prayerful. Some pro- 
fess to approve and perhaps “do many things gladly,” 
yet they make some reserves—some omissions which 
they allow, some indulgencies which they retain. 
Such persons resemble those mentioned in the second 
Book of Kings. It is said that the Babylonians who 
were sent to reside in Samaria “feared the Lord, and 
served their own gods after the manner of the nations 
who carried them away from thence.”’ There is a sort 
of respect paid to God and his house that is as empty 
asa poor man’s pockets. Mere professors pretend to 
fear God and make a show of service, but at the same 
time are devoted to worldly interests and are as much 
idolaters as though they bowed down to graven images. 
God wants the whole heart, the whole life, the whole 
service, and will not be content with anything less than 
a whole offering. Hear how he resented this partial 
kind of spirit in the primitive church of Laodocia, “I 
would that thou wert either cold or hot; but because 
thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spew thee out of my mouth.” There are m.n7 who at 
least occasionally attend the preaching of the gospel. 
They admire and commend it, and it is to them as to 
some of old, “a very lovely song of one that hath a 
pleasant voice and can play well on an instrument;” 
but, it is to be added, “they hear the words and do 
them not.” They are pleased at church and equally 
pleased at the theatre, ball-room, or skating-rink. 
The well sung hymn delights them much, but they are 
equally delighted with the song of vanity. They can 
weep under a pathetic sermon and they can weep with 
equal devotion at a tragedy. They associate with the 


pious and join with them in their public services; but 
their dress, their manners, their chosen companions, all 
proclaim that they are still ‘“‘of the world.” Such per- 
sons do not follow the Lord fully. 

To follow the Lord fully is to give full credit to the 
divine testimony. The doctrines are divinely true, and 
are to be implicitly received. The promises are to be 
considered faithful because He is faithful who made 
them. We should not caleulate upon improbabilities, 
but fully believe that what God has promised he is 
fully able to perform; and if we are truly his followers 
we thus receive the divine word. “We hear the voice 
of the Son of God,” and follow unhesitatingly our 
DivineShepherd whithersoeverhegoeth. Andthisleads 
us to include a regard for all the ordinances of divine 
appointment. Zacharias and Elizabeth were commend- 
ed because they “walked in all the commandments and 
ordinances of the Lord blameless.” Baptism, prayer, 
the communion, hearing the word of truth, are all to 
be engaged in with regard to the divine authority; not 
occasionally or as humor or conscience may dictate, 
but resolutely and constantly, that so we may, as it 
were, “dwell in the house of the Lord all the days of 
our life.” If we follow the Lord fully we will be 
obedient to his commands and will ever say, “Not my 
will, but thine, be done.” Nothing can ever alter the 
right of God to command nor the obligatien of man to 
obey, and therefore no willful omission is to be pleaded 
for, no actual sin indulged; self must be denied, the 
flesh crucified, the world opposed. Nor are we to sit 
down contented with the lowest degree of attainments, 
but rather to aim at the: highest. 

The soul that followeth the Lord fully will desire to 
often commune with its Master. We are to hunger 
and thirst after righteousness and to enjoy the happy 
state of mind of the Psalmist when he said, “My soul 
followeth hard after God,” or when he felt that the 
“zeal of God’s house had eaten him up.” God has a 
cause to sustain, a kingdom to establish. Those who 
follow the Lord fully are the instruments in his hands 
for the accomplishing of this great work, and the 
present is a special and favorable time for exertion. 
There are more and greater facilities now and in this 
country than ever were known before, and therefore 
they who follow the Lord fully must set their shoulders 
to the wheel and do all in their power for the promo- 
tion of God’s kingdom in the world.

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NEW YORK EASTERN CONFERENCE NOTES. 


Agreeably with the editor’s request, I will writesome- 
thing concerning the recent session of this body. It 
was its sixty-seventh annual session, but no one pres- 
ent felt that it was enfeebled by its age. The place 
where it was held was South Westerlo, Albany County, 
some twenty-five miles, perhaps, from the capital * city, 
and not quite as far from the celebrated Catskill Moun- 
tains. Certainly it was a place where one should be 
filled with heavenly thoughts, to which he would be 
helped as, looking toward the south-or south-west, he 
could see Mt. Pisgah. 

The church with which we met is the fourth church, 
numerically, in the conference, and has the largest edi- 
fice, save the one at Middletown, in the conference. 
Spacious as it was (about 48 by 70 feet) it was filled 
several times during the session, and was wholly inade- 
quate for the task on Sabbath morning, when an over- 
flow meeting, nearly or quite as large as that in the 
house, was held in the orchard in the rear of the church. 
Rev. D. I. Putnam, the pastor, beloved by his people 
whom he has served some nine years, with his church, 
had made every arrangement for the comfort of the 
conference, and all were made to feel'at home. No one 
will soon forget the kindly hospitality he shared while 
in attendance upon this conference. 

The business was done with promptness and dispatch, 
and in entireharmony. President Putnam, unanimously 
re-elected, presided with courtesy, grace, and dignity. 
Secretary Fenton, familiar with his duties from several 
years of experience, kept the reeord with his usual 
accuracy. All the discussions were marked by a spirit 
of earnestness and kindness. Indeed, hardly any meas- 
ure was proposed but received unanimous approval. One 
must have been impressed that the spirit of work was 
pervading the brethren. 

Stirring reports were adopted on education, periodi- 
cals, and temperance. Five ministers were received 
into membership. 

Money was raised for the Preacher’s Aid Society, 
Conference Missionary Society, Publishing House, Con- 
ference Fund, Biblical Institute, Franklinton School, 
Children’s Mission-work, Foreign Mission-work, and for 
an aged minister. The whole sum, cash and pledges, 
approximates nineteen hundred dollars. 

Probably more than forty ministers and nearly one 
hundred laymen (this term is used to denote both 
brothers and sisters in the Lord) were in attendance. 
The preachers during the conference were Bros. Crosby, 
J. A. Hainer, C. J. Jones, Weston, and Reynolds. 
Rev. W. A. Belding, of the Disciples, preached Satur- 
day evening, but failed to make many converts, even 
though the peculiar views of his denomination were 
adroitly presented, one fundamental principle receiving 
less than the usual emphasis. Several other brethren 
at the session of the ministerial institute preceding the 
conference, and during the session, read carefully pre- 
pared papers, and gave excellent addresses on various 
practical topics. 

The pastor of the Methodist Church in Greenville, 
some two or three miles away, desired some one sent to 
preach for him on the Sabbath, and two brethren ac- 
cordingly were sent for the two services. Sabbath 
evening the neighboring churches of Freehold and 
Medway had services, the one at Freehold being at- 
tended by several members of the conference. The 
fellowship meeting following the adjournment of con- 
ference, Saturday afternoon, was’ a season of deep in- 
terest. More than one hundred and thirty took part in 
it. Many said when the session was closed that it was 
the best they had ever attended. 

On Monday nine of the ministers who had attended 
the conference, with one layman, formed a party to 
take a trip to one of the Catskill Mountains. It was 
determined to make the ascent of Mt. Pisgah. With 
such men as the editor of the-+HERALD, the Bishop of 
New Jersey (J. G.), a busy Bee (-be), a former and the 
present pastor of Freehold, we were sure of having an 
interesting day, whether we had any good view from 
Pisgah or not. Frequently the song of praise was 
heard as we drove through the pleasant country, along 
the good roads, halting long enough at one of Bro. 
Morgan’s parishioners for a cooling draught of water 
and two or three songs; thence past the “Grand View” 
Hotel, near High Peak, and on to the beautiful little 
village of Windham, where we stopped for dinner. 
Here, before leaving, we gathered in the hotel: parlor 
and sung several gospel hymns, and then were away 






for Pisgah. From this peak a beautiful view was ob- 
tained of the Catskill group of mountains, and a wide 
expanse of territory besides. We were pleased to find 
that the owner of the summit, and the house and ob- 
servatory upon it, was Deacon Doolittle, of the Medusa 
Church, whose spire, several miles distant, we could 
clearly see by the aid of the telescope. Bro. Couch- 
man was little aware that so maty of his brethren, 
several miles away, were looking directly upon his 
pleasant: home, pleased to find that he had returned 
from conference. 
Our brief sojourn would have been pleasanter had 
the atmosphere been clearer, and the wind less fierce, 
but with all it was an occasion long to be remembered. 
The return ride, by'a shorter way, was pleasant, and 
we reported ourselves in the beautiful village of 
Freehold in season for tea, with sharpened appetites 
because of the pure mountain air. Our thanks are due 
to Brothers Borthwick and Morgan for this pleasant 

part of our conference trip.

OHIO STATE SUNDAY-SCHOOL UNION. 
This body of Christian workers met in the twenty- 
sixth annual session-at New Philadelphia, on Tuesday, 
June 2d, and closed Thursday evening, June 7th. All 


the sessions were largely attended and exceedingly in- |. 


teresting. The people of New Philadelphia entertain- 
ed their guests in a hospitable manner, and the Sun- 
day-school workers who met there will not soon forget 
their kindness. The spacious audience room of the 
English Lutheran Church, in which the convention 
was held, was well filled at all the sessions and was 
crowded to its utmost capacity of evenings. 

Promptly at the hour for opening Prof. J. P. Landis, 
of Dayton, Ohio, rapped the gavel, and Prof. W. A. 
Ogden, the ever popular musician, conducted a Bible 
and song service, in which all entered with good cheer 
and spirit. The welcome address was delivered by 
Rey. Dr. Locke, of the city, in a style so earnest and 
eloquent as to make all the many attendants feel at 
home. Said he: ‘You are now on historic grounds. 
One hundred and fifty years ago this county was the 
home of the Delaware Indians. The footprints of the 
pale face were nowhere visible until the missionaries 
sent out by the Moravian Church came here, and 
through their efforts many of this tribe of red men 
were brought out of heathen darkness into the light of 
civilization and Christian liberty. A house of worship 
was erected, and around it grew a village of consider- 
able size occupied by these Indians, whose hearts had 
been touched by the enlightening power of the Divine 
Spirit; and thus they lived in harmony with the law of 
God and in peace with themselves and all the world 
besides until a company of Virginia troops, without 
provocation or advantage, burned their village and 
cruelly murdered one hundred and twenty of those 
men and women who had been taught to believe in God 
and have confidence in their white brethren because of 
their religion. It is worth knowing that the first 
prohibitory law that ever graced the dignity of the 
great State of Ohio was passed by these Christian In- 
dians.”” Inthe address he referred to the many de- 
nominations existing in the country, but assured his 
hearers that long since Judah had ceased to vex Kph- 
raim and Ephraim was living in peace with Judah, and 
closed with the soul-stirtiug declaration so often her- 
alded by the Christian standard-bearers—‘ We are one 
in Christ.” 

Prot. J. P. Landis, D. D., responded to this speech 
of welcome in a neat and enthusiastic address, in 
which he said we may have our different creeds, but we 
all have the same Bible, with the same author and 
same grand truths for all. Said he: “The time was 
when we loaded our cannons and blunderbusses to fight 
each other, but now if I call upon my Christian neigh- 
bor I leave my theological shot gun at home.” 

The subject of “Christian Fellowship” was discussed 
in a well written paper by Rev. Dr. Herbsham, ot 
Tiffin, Ohio, and the views presented and the argu- 
ments adduced and the conclusions arrived at were just 
such as I should expect to hear from any minister of 
the Christian Church on the same subject. His paper 
closed in the following conclusive quotations: ‘There 
is one body, and one spirit, even as ye are called in one 
hope of your calling. One Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, one God and Father of all. who is above all, and 
through all, and in you all.” ‘Behold how pleasant it 


is for brethren to dwell together in unity.”

Many rare gems were brought out in the voluntary 

service. Among them I give this as the foundation- 
stone of our republic. Dr. Chidlaw quoted Salmon 
P. Chase, when he made his master speech in Cincin- 
nati: “The life-blood of this nation lies in the train- 
ing of the children. Oh, that this sentiment could be 
impressed upon every heart and written upon every 
mind! If we would havea Christian nation we must 
begin with the children.” 
— The discussion of “Seed-time and Harvest” brought 
out the following things, which we think worthy a 
place in this sketch. Our seed-time is all the time and 
our reaping is continuously. In a convention of Sun- 
day-school workers one more enthusiastic than wise 
said that his faith in God and the cause led him to look 
for immediate results from his reaping, and ridiculed 
the idea of having to wait for the gathering. An old 
farmer present observed that it was wisdom to sow 
winter wheat. And a lady who had given much time 
and careful study to the culture of rare plants and. 
flowers gave it as her experience that the plants of 
rarest beauty and most lasting loveliness matured the 
slowest; ‘‘and of all things,”’ said she, ‘deliver me from 
a mushroom.” All the addresses are well worthy of 
notice, but time and space will not permit me to men- 
tion all the many excellent things of a convention of 
men and women of different age, rank, and belief meet- 
ing upon the broad platform of God’s eternal truth, 
forgetting their differences and working alone for the 
biblical education of the children and the salvation of 
a lost and ruined world. 

The convention was launched upon the broad, deep 
current of devotion, and was freighted with a loving 
spirit from first to last, and many hearts were made 
better and drawn nearer a loving Savior who looks 
|with smiling approbation upon any work tending 
toward the unity of his people. 

The venerable Dr. Chidlaw, now closing his fiftieth 
year of Sunday-school work, under the direction of the 
American Sunday-school Union, was present and his 
strong arguments and clear deductions from the practi- 
cal proofs of the Bible will not soon be forgotten. 
This man has for seventeen years received $1,200 a year 
for his service, paid by one man, and for twenty years 
he has carried a pass over all the Pennsylvania rail- 
roads, the gift of one man, and thus the three com- 
bined are enabled to do much more good than could 
possibly be done without this united effort. If God 
ever puts the same spirit into the heart of some one of 
our many wealthy men the results for the cause of the 
Christian people will be much better than now. 

The statistics show more than one half a million 
children in the State of Ohio, with_all its golden op- 
portunities and Christian institutions, yet out of the 
Sunday-schools. This fact should arouse every Chris- 
tian worker to a re-doubling of his energies in the in- 
terest of those Bible schools whose training tends to 
the elevation of morals and the leading of the children 
to Christ. 

The music was well conducted by Prof. W. A. 
Ogden, author of our popular Sunday-school song 
book, “‘Way of Life,” and many caught new inspira- 
tions from the soul-stirring music of the large audience 
under his leadership. 

And now I close, asking if the Christian Sunday- 
school workers of Ohio can not at some time during 
this present summer hold a state Sunday-school con- 
vention. There is nothing that would help us more 
than to meet in convention and deliberate upon means 
and methods of work in this line of Christian duty. 
Sunday-school workers of Ohio, let us meet in conven- 
tion. Give this your attention; write a line in favor

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VIEWS ON UNION VS. SECTARIANISM. 





At the Congress of Churches at Hartford, Con- 
necticut, May 11th, 12th, and 13th, we have some rare 
specimens of scripture wresting. Rev. George F. Pen- 
tecost is reported as saying: ““No doubt sectarianism is 
bad, but sects are not necessarily bad. Indeed, the 
apostle is authority for saying, ‘There must needs be 
sects among you.’ (I. Cor. 11: 19.) Certainly it is 
evident that the present sectarian condition of the 
church does not (as was said in the Congress), present 
the spectacle of a church divided against itself, for the 
reason that a house divided against itself can not stand. 
It certainly is not true that the division of the church 
into sects is fatal to its growth and work.” 

This is a new departure—a cuckoo laying its eggs in 
the robin’s nest; heresy hatched in the dove-cote nest! 
The word called sects is HERESY. (I. Cor. 10: 19.) 
Heresy in both versions, heresy in the orignal, and 
heresy in practice by factions. And the reason claimed 
by the apostle is “that they which are approved may be 
made manifest.” This by no means defends the 
heresies or sects. Jesus says, ‘Woe unto the world be- 
cause of offenses! for it must needs be that offenses 
come; but woe to that man by whom the offense com- 
eth!” Matt. 18: 7. Thus we see that the ‘needs be” 
neither sanctifies the offense nor the offender. Yet has 
his argument left that as a house divided against itself 
can not stand, and Christianity stands, therefore the 
church is not divided. This is climbing to the pinnacle 
of logic to prove that what is, is not. How does he 
know how far heresy or sectism has destroyed the 
church? Let me give one view from history. French, 
one of the ablest and most reliable orthodox writers, 
says: 

“There was a time, some five and twenty or thirty 
years after Luther had begun to preach, when Austria 
and Bavaria and Styria and Poland and a good part of 
France, had all been won to the Reformation. Thirty 
years [More.—N. S.] had not elapsed when they all were 
lost again, and it was confined in the far narrower 
limits which it occupies at the present day. This door, 
once op:n, having been closed mainly through the guilt 
of those contests—anything but Philadelphian—among 
the reformers themselves.’’— French, on the Seven 
Churches, page 311. 

I’ present this as a bird’s eye view of the unaccount- 
able devastation in effects on sin in practice of sectism. 
The immeasurable evils in the fourth and fifth centu- 
ries were immeasurably greater than those of the six- 
teenth, laying the foundation of ten centuries of un- 
speakable horror; the foundation of the Roman Catho- 
lic Corporation, called a church; the Inquisition and 
the dark ages; and sectism still hinders the conversion 
of the world, and is accountable for the want of spirit- 
ual power in the church. Jesus says and prays: “Holy 
father, keep through thine own name those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, as we are. Then 
said Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the 
sheath; the cup which my Father hath given me, shall 
I not drink it? Then the band, and the captain, and 
officers of the Jews took Jesus, and bound him, and led 
him away to Annas first (for he was father-in-law to 
Caiaphas which was the high-priest that same year.)” 
The inference is plain that sectism has prevented thus 
far the conversion of the world, and that the fever 
strength of the sects is no proof that the disease is 
healthy. N. SUMMERBELL.

REV. KEYES COBURN. 





Died, May 16, 1885, at Sennett, Cayuga County, N. 
Y., Rev. Keyes Coburn, aged eighty-two years. Bro. 


Coburn was born July 23, 1803, and was the son of 


Solomon and Rachel Coburn, of Lowell, Mass. His 
father died in 1816, and the son was apprenticed toa 
farmer, whom he served until he was twenty-one years 
of age, attending school three months each winter. 
After this he divided his time between attending an 
academy at Randolph Center, Vermont, where he then 
lived, and teaching for two or three years. In Decem- 
ber, 1828, he came to Sennett, Cayuga County, N. Y., 
in company with Rev. Joseph Badger, with whom he 
had traveled and worked in the cause of religion; and 
here in January, 1829, he preached his first sermon in 
a school-house in the pine woods. From that time he 
preached in a circuit embracing the villages of (arnil- 
lus and Plainville, Onondaga County, and Cato and 


Sennett, Cayuga County. On the 4th day of August, 


1830, he was married to Hannah Woodworth at a meet- 










ing in the pine woods in Sennett, and at the same 


meeting was publicly ordained as a minister of the 
Christian Church. Rev. Joseph Badger performed the 


marriage ceremony, Rev. I. C. Goff preached the or- 
dination sermon, and Elders Badger, David Millard, 
O. E. Morrill, and Joseph Marsh assisted in the ordi- 
nation services. 

For the next fifteen years he continued to preach in 
Cayuga and Onondaga counties as above named. 


Lately he has preached occasionally, but has had no 


established charge. 

Two sons and a daughter were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Coburn. The daughter died in infancy; the sons are 
living and reside in Sennett. Mrs. Coburn died March 
17, 1864. . She was a considerate and loving wife and 
mother, and admirably fitted to render the assistance 


her husband needed. Bro. Coburn has never had a 


regular salary; his only compensation has been free 
offerings and contributions. The writer of this article 
was summoned to attend his funeral, by his special re- 


quest, which occurred on the 18th, in the Baptist 


Church in Sennett. The pastor of the said church 


and Rev. W. J. Grimes, of Memphis, assisted in the 


services, both of whom pronounced high encomiums 
on the life and character of the deceased. A letter 
was read from the pastor of the Presbyterian Church, 


deeply regretting that he was called away, in which he 
speaks of him as “a dear, valued friend,” “a choice 
soul,’ and that “his form and features suggested to me 
again and again the presence of one of the prophets of 


old.” A large audience attended the services and fol- 


lowed his remains to the village cemetery. The Odd- 


Fellows of Elbridge Lodge, of which he was chaplain 


and an honored member, and many from other lodges, 
attended in a body and formed the escort to his last 


resting place. 


Bro. Coburn was quiet and unassuming, gentlemanly 
and courteous, careful and conservative, examining 
with care all questions that came before him. He had 
been a member of the New York Central Christian 
Conference from its first organization, was seldom ab- 
sent from its sessions, and was ever ready to take his 
He was 


full share of its labors and responsibilities. 
the oldest or one of the oldest ministers in the con- 
ference, was loved and respected by all, and his father- 
ly counsel was always wise and well calculated to pro- 


duce harmony in the conference and harmony among 


brethren.

IN MEMORIAM. 





REV. J. E. CHURCH. 


On Wednesday, June 10th, Dr. William B. Church, 
of this city, received a telegram informing him that his 
father, Rev. J. E. Church, died at 4 o’clock that morn- 
ing, at the residence of his son-in-law, Dr. Dakin, in 
Mason City, Iowa. Since then a card has been received 
by the writer bearing this inscription: 


IN MEMORIAM, 
REV. J. E. CHURCH, 
DIED JUNE 10, 1885, AGED 80 YEARS, 8 MONTHS, AND 16 DAYS. 
“ Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord.” 

The intelligence thus conveyed, though sad, was not 
unexpected. It is many years since this venerable min- 
ister was first stricken with paralysis, and when, in 1873, 
he received his second shock, it was thought he would 
not longsurvive. But though unable afterwards to do 
active service in the ministry, yet by skillful medical 
treatment, a strong will, and a naturally vigorous con- 
stitution, under Providence, his life was prolonged and 
his influence told mightily for goodness and truth 
through all these years of bodily infirmity and trial. 

A full sketch of the life and labors of this most ex- 
cellent man will no doubt be given by those who have 
the facts in their possession. By the writer he was 
known for many years, and was highly esteemed for his 
work’s sake. He was always looked up to as a wise 
counselor and safe leader in gospel work. He wasa 


sound preacher of extensive biblical knowledge, and 


exceedingly apt in the use of scripture quotations both 
in sermon and prayer. For a period perhaps of thirty- 


five years he was the efficient and successful pastor of 


the:Christian Church in Springboro, Pennsylvania, and 
was during all this time not only a recognized leader 
in the Erie Christian Conference, but in the denomina- 















tion of which he was an honored minister. In all the 
leading enterprises of the Christians for the last fifty 
years the name of Jesse E. Church is associated. He 
was identified at an early date with the interests of the 
old Christian Palladium. He was one of the found- 
ers of the Meadville Theological School. He was an 
efficient agent in the werk of establishing Antioch 
College. He was an active supporter of our Publish- 
ing House, of missions, and indeed of everything that 
he believed would advance the cause he loved so well. 
He filled honorably and acceptably many places of im- 
portance in denominational work, and was always con- 
sidered a safe and reliable man. His wife, who survives 
him, was ever his efficient co-laborer, and has been his 
faithful companion for upwards of fifty-six years. It 
will not be long when they shall meet on the “other 
shore.” 

Elder Church became a resident of Marshall in the 
spring of 1865, and continued to reside here until the 
fall of 1883, when he and his wife accompanied their 
son, the tlon. Jarvis S. Church, to his pleasant and 
quiet home in Howe, Nebraska, where they remained 
until a few weeks ago when, having decided to return 
to this city, they stopped to spend a portion of the sum- 
mer with their daughters, Mrs. Emsley and Mrs. Dakin, 
in Mason City. There both were taken sick, and there 
the venerable minister died and was buried. 

Though never a pastor of the Christian Church in 
this city, the deceased often supplied the pulpit for 
weeks and even months at a time, when the church was 
without a pastor, and always performed whatever part 
was assigned him with signal ability, whether at home 
or abroad, in church or conference. Both he and Sis- 
ter Church were exceedingly useful members of the 
Christian society in this place, and their departure for 
the west was greatly regretted by all who knew them. 

Father Church was highly respected by the people of 
Marshall. He was a good and able man, a man of 
sterling integrity, of inflexible will, and of unswerving 
devotion to what he believed to be right. There was 
no hypocrisy, no treachery in his heart. But while 
true and loyal to his convictions he was kind in giving 
expression tothem. Surelythe memory of his just deeds 
and godly life must increase our respect for mankind 
and lift us to a higher plane. “The righteous shall be 
in everlasting remembrance.” 

A large congregation met in the Christian Church in 
this city, Sunday morning, June 14th, it being Chil- 
dren’s Day. Near the close of the services, after some 
feeling remarks by the pastor, the following preamble 
and resolutions were passed unanimously, and by a ris- 
ing vote: 

WHEREAS, The mournful intelligence comes to us from 
Mason City, Iowa, that our venerable and beloved father 
in the gospel, Rev. J. E. Church, has been removed by 
death, aven while we were hopefully awaiting his return 
to this his former home, and to the bosom of this church 
of which, for nearly twenty years, he was an honored and 
true-hearted member; therefore, 

Resolved, That we, the members of the Christian 
Church and society, of Marshall, Michigan, do hereby 
express our appreciation of the high character of the de- 
ceased, both in his ministerial and private life, and our 
profound sense of loss by his death. 

Resolved, That we ever found in Father Church a wise 
counselor, an able instructor in the things of the king- 
dom, and a man of sterling integrity and unswerving de- 
votion to what he believed to be right, and, as when 
good men die their influence remains, so, “though dead 
he yet speaketh,” and his just deeds will be cherished in 
the memory of those who survive him. 

Resolved, That we hereby convey to the children of Fa- 
ther Church our assurances of sympathy, and to Sister 
Church, the devoted and faithful wife of the deceased 
for more than fifty-six years, our condolence in her be- 
reavement and feeble health, while at the same time we 
pray for divine grace to sustain her, and that her sun 
may set at last in peace. 

Resolved, That a copy of the above resolutions be sent 
to the HERALD OF GOSPEL’ LIBERTY for publication. 


The congregation remained standing while a brief 
prayer was offered. The choir then sang, in a tender 
and impressive manner, the beautiful words, “We are 
gathering home,” the benediction was pronounced, and 
the service closed. And now we recognize in death— 

“The glad evangel 
Leading to higher scenes of life and power.”

A SILENT VISITOR. 

Many of the HERALD readers have read the inter- 
esting little work denominated “Silent Life.” All the 
HERALD household should read it, for they would be 
made happier and better by so doing. 

Well, the author of “Silent Life’ was our “silent 
visitor” for one day last week. We found her extremely 
social, for she knows how to make the pencil talk. Not 
only so—she has no difficulty in commanding speech 
from others—a form of speech that wells up from the 
heart. Toward herself she excites a wealth of sympa- 
thy, and toward God she draws out a warm expression 
of gratitude from her companions in conversation. 
Miss Kate Farlow has been deaf and dumb since eleven 
years of age. In that sickness Rev. Bro. Warbinton, of 
Covington, Ohio, was the pastor of her family, and she, 
with all, learned to love him. The family drifted 
from Indiana to Iowa, and ‘thence to Kansas. Miss 
Farlow is well educated, writing with perfect chirogra- 
phy, grammar, and orthography. In Iowa, for two 
years, she taught in the Deaf and Dumb Institution of 
the state. Her book is largely of her experience there, 
and she hopes to follow it in a year or two by a second 
work. 

Six years ago she was converted and immersed, but 
being situated near no Christian Vhurch she declined 
to unite with any, feeling that by so doing she would 
give indorsement to sectism. She visited Covington, 
both to see the former family pastor and to give her 
hand to his church as a member. She came.800 miles 


to unite with a Christian Church! This shows com- 
mendable devotion to the church of childhood, and is a 
good example to that class of Christians which so easily 
stretch the neck to creedal yokes. The book of such a 
lady should be read for her own sake. Send to Bro. 
Winchester for it. 

By reference to our book of gleanings we find the 
following facts of the class of people to which our sister 
belongs. Lucretius wrote: 

“ To instruct the deaf no art could ever reach, 
No care improve and no wisdom teach.” 

But the moderns have succeeded far better than the 
ancients. By law of some ancient nations deaf mutes 
were ordered to be destroyed at three years of age. No 
school for the deaf and dumb was established until 
1760. The first was in Paris, France, under the Abbe 
del’ Epee. In 1873 there were 35 deaf and dumb in- 
stitutions in the United States, with 4,253 pupils. 
Every state by liberal appropriation provides for them. 
In 1879 there were 30,000 in tke United States, and 
there were 50 places of worship in the sign language. 

England and Wales, in 1871, had 11,518 deaf mutes, 
and only 529 of these were paupers. There are sup- 
posed to be from 700,000 to 900,000 deaf mutes in 
the world. Of these it is estimated 63 per cent. are 
born deaf. In 1883 there were 397 institutions for 
their education, with 26,473 pupils and 2,000 teachers. 
Of these institutions Australia had 2; Austria-Hun- 
gary, 17; Belgium,10; Brazil, 1; Canada,7; Denmark, 
4; France, 67; Germany, 90; Great Britain, 46; Italy, 
35; Japan, 2; Luxemburg, 1; Mexico, 2; the Nether- 
lands, 3; New Zealand, 1; Norway, 7; Portugal, 1; 
Russia, 10; Spain, 7; Sweden, 17; Switzerland, 11; 
Bombay, 1; the United States, 55. In Berlin the 
Catholics prohibit marriage between near relations, the 
Protestants permit it, and the Jews encourage it. 
Among the former, there is one deaf mute to 3,000 of 
their population; of the Protestants, 1 to 2,000; of the 
Jews, 1 to 400. No comment is necessary. 

The son of Croesus was dumb, having never spoken. 
He was by his father’s side in his final battle when a 
Persian raised his hand to slay the king. Instantly the 
son cried out in the first utterance of his life: “Fellow, 
do not kill Croesus!” His fright loosened his tongue 
and ended his dumbness. 

In Sardinia, 1 person to 769, is deaf and dumb; Nova 
Scotia, 1 to 879; Ireland, 1 to 975; Norway, 1 to 977; 
New Foundland, 1 to 1,022; Halifax, 1 to 1,095; Prince 
Edward’s Island, 1 to 1,189; France, 1 to 1,212; 
Sweden, 1 to 1,528; Scotland, 1 to 1,610; Prussia, 1 to 
1,677; Denmark, 1 to 1,942; England and Wales, 1 to 
1,972; Holland, 1 to 2,000; Belgium, 1 to 2,226; the 
United States, 1 to 2,388. Thus our own nation is 
more highly favored than any other. . 

The visit of Miss Farlow makes these statistics 
doubly interesting to us, while her presence for a day 
showed us more fully tian ever that bodily affliction 
does not necessarily lessen personal happiness. ‘“‘Hear- 
ing and speech are not necessary to my happiness,”’ said 
she. A beautifully devout spirit she manifested, and a 
large measure of faith in and love for the blessed Savior. 
May her friends multiply, and her way grow brighter 
to the end.

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we are scarcely known. We are not moved with envy 
beeause of the advantages and gain that has accrued to. 
our sister churches, but we deplore a policy which has 
proved so detrimental to us. Within the last few years 
our eyes have been opened to these things, and to-day 
there is an increasing desire to “lift up a standard for 
the people” where the masses are to be found, and as a 
result of this we may expect, everything else being 
equal, that the Christian Church will open its doors 
more generally in the towns and cities of our coun- 
try. Inanexperjence of many years we are prepared to 
say that there is perhaps not a town or city in the country 
where, if our principles were proclaimed, we might not 
build up a Christian Church and find our cause well 
sustained by the people. 

There is another thought of which we desire to speak, 
and that is our extravagance in church property. Not 
that we are disposed to build so extensively or decorate 
elaborately, but that we build at considerable expense, 
collecting and giving our money generously; and then 
vesting the title in a local board of trustees, make no 
provision for an event that may occur to any organiza- 
tion, ¢. ¢., the extinction of the organization in after 
years. We say this is possible to any religious organ- 
ization, and cases of this kind may be found in all 
denominations. Emigration, death, or other causes 
may serve to bring about this end, in which the or- 
ganization becomes defunct and the property is no 
longer used for its designed purpose or by the people by 
whom it was erected. In other denominations this is 
provided for, so that there may be no loss to the general 
work. Church property is either deeded direct toa 
central incorporate body in trust, as in the M. E. Church 
and others, or, by a reversionary clausé, the property 
after the extinction of the church and a specified time 
has elapsed reverts to a representative organization to 
be used by them for missionary purposes. Thus their 
church property is secured, first, to the church build- 
ing the edifice, and, second, in case of their failure, 
then to the denomination represented by the church. 
But again we are compelled to admit that our policy 
is at fault. We build our church properties but make 
no provision for an evil day, and as a result hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in church property is going to

CHURCH PROPERTY. 


No one acquainted with our history with reference 
to the location and title of our church property will 
accuse us of being wiser in our policy than the children 
of this world. We speak, of course, in general terms. 
In the efforts of our fathers to. escape the creed and 
tyranny of ecclesiasticism they shunned the village 
and town in selecting a site for the church edifice 
and located it generally in the country, away from the 
great centers of society. Church buildings there should 
be through the rural districts in sufficient numbers to 
furnish Christian sanctuaries to those who live so far 
from village or town as to make it impracticable for 
them to attend religious service there regularly. But 
at the same time the towns and cities should not be 
neglected or shunned, and our policy in this regard 
has been disastrous tous. Other churches lacking our 
advantages have made it a principle of action to obtain 
property and build their church edifices in the towns 
and cities, drawing as far as possible the country mem- 
bership to the town for worship. This has resulted in 
great gain to them, for various reasons, and given them 
great advantages in the centers of population from 
which we have excluded ourselves and within which 


has furnished a living membership for the church in 
other localities, then died itself, leaving the old church 
property unused, either to be taken by some other de- 
nomination, or rot toruin. Not unfrequently the de- 
nomination is called upon to help furnish the money for 
such church property, and yet can not use or save the in- 
vestment because the property is vested in a local board 
of trustees in fee simple. There may be cases where de- 
signing men would refuse to put into the deed of their 
church property the reversionary clause, hoping, per- 
haps, some day to divide the property among them- 
selves, but not one dollar should be given by the peo- 
ple or denomination to aid in building or paying debts 
on church property unless the clause is put in the 
deed so that in case the organization should become ex- 
tinct, the property may be cared for and saved to the 
denomination out of which the property came forth 
originally. Our church properties have been taken 
from us through intrigue. Members of other denom- 
inations have united with us, succeeded in having 
themselves elected into the board of trustees, and then 
deliberately voted the property away from us into the 
hands of some other church while our organization was 
still in existence. None of these abuses could occur 
if the state association in each state were made the 
legal custodian of our church property. Every interest 
of the people and church would be secured, no one’s 
rights invaded, and hundreds of thousands of dollars 
saved to our cause.

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THE CHURCH OF CHRIST AND ITS MISSION* 








Text: “That he might present the church to himself a 

glorious church.” Ephesians 5: 27. 
[ Concluded. ] 

The second suggestion I would make concerning this 
work is— 

2. To teach righteousness. It is not enough to oppose 
sinin men. The fertile soil of the human heart will 
be sure to produce some crop like the fertile soil of 
the earth, and it is not the policy of the church of 
Christ to keep men’s lives barren. As it would not be 
good policy for the farmer or gardener simply to kill out 
the weeds, soit is not Christ’s policy only to repress sin. 
The soil that will produce a luxuriant growth of weeds 
will, with proper care, produce a good crop of useful 
grain, if the seed is sown. So with the hearts and 
lives of men. Fighting and uprooting sin is but pre- 
liminary to sowing in the prepared soil the seed of 
divine truth. Another great duty of the church of 
Christ is to teach righteousness. By this expression I 
mean all practical Christian teaching pertaining to 
the principles of right living. It includes all that is 
commonly called morality. I do not believe there is 
anywhere to be found any moral teaching so lofty and 
noble as that of the gospel of the church. This touches 
upon all the possible relations and duties we owe to 
ourselves and others in this life. How vast is the field 
it covers! I need but mention some of them briefty to 
refresh our miods with the wideness of this field, that 
isa part of the mission of the church. The very ut- 
terance of such terms as honesty, integrity, chastity, 
truthfulness, benevolence, fidelity, temperance, self- 
denial, purity, kindness, mercy, show how much is 
meant for the church to do in teaching righteousness. 
The proper teaching of these subjects will upbuild our 
humanity, and cause it to develop a more symmetrical! 
life. In other words, such instruction will make man- 
kind far better prepared for making the most df this 
life, and for preparing for “the life that is to come.” 
There is a vast field demanding such teaching, and the 
only agency that is able to do this work as it needs to 
be done is the church of Christ through its various 
agencies. 

Of course the larger part and the more prominent 
part of this work devolves upon the ministry, and it 
is n0 wonder that we sometimes cry out, ‘‘ Who is suffi- 
cient for these things?’ Of course we all understand 
that the source of our instruction in these things is the 
Bible. It is the teaching of scripture that the people 
need; not so much what is termed doctrinal or dog- 
matic, but what is practical. The almost universally 
admitted authority of sacred scripture gives to the 
preacher and the Christian a decided advantage in this 
teaching when they can bring properly, and without 
wresting, the word of God to substantiate their position. 
Of course there is much valuable and important truth 
in the Bible which seems not to belong to what I have 
just suggested concerning the teaching of righteousness ; 
yet the connection, the unity of God’s word is such that 
if one seeks to enforce it with re‘erence to practical 
duty, and will bring to bear upon it all the truth he 
can then find, but very little will be overlooked. It 
might be well to add in this connection that it is im- 
portant for the church to teach the ‘whole counsel of 
God.” My third suggestion concerning the mission of 
Christ’s church is— 

3. To hold up Christ as our only yet all-sufficient 
Savior. The opposition to sin and the teaching of 
righteousness, good in themselves, are not all the work 
of the church. I am inclined to think that all such 
Opposition to sin, all such moral teaching would be 
shorn of their influence, and hence would be futile, if 
it were not for the still more important teaching con- 
cerning the ‘crucified One.”’ This is the center ot all 
Christian teaching, and of all inspiration for Christian 
work. Remove the divine Christ, the uplifted Son of 
man, the glorified Son of God, the Redeemer of men, 
from the teaching of the church, and you have removed 
the great Sun of Righteousness. Darkness would 
settle down upon the spiritual world, as it would come 
to this earth if the great orb of day were blotted out. 
To preach Christ is to preach the gospel, is to carry 
out the great mission of the church. The blessed priv- 
ilege ot teaching Christ as the’Savior—the only Savior 
of men—permits us to have a glorious fact in the ful-

fillment of Jesus’ prophecy, “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto myself.” It is 
the personal, living Christ that men need to-day. It 
is not theories about him, but he himself. We are to 
begin at any scripture we please to preach, but. we need 
to follow the example of Philip, and preach unto those 
who hear Jesus. 

It is well that every Christian, certainly every preach- 
er, have the same determination that Paul had when 
he was at Corinth, where he says, “For I determined 
not to know anything among you, save Jesus Christ 
and him crucified.” How much better it would be for 
the world if all who teach or preach the gospel would 
follow thisexample of Paul! But instead of this, how 
often it is not Christ that is preached, but some theory 
or speculation about his person and character, and this 
not of the most elevating kind. Brethren, there is no 
danger that we shall extol Christ too highly. We owe 
our salvation, our all to him. Do not fear that in ex- 
altation of him we may not honor the Father sufficient- 
ly. Jesus said to the Jews in one of his conversations 
with them, that it was the Father’s will “that all may 
honor tke Son, even as they honor the Father.” There 
need be no fear, then, that in the exaltation of Christ 
we shall raise him too high, and fail to uplift the Fa- 
ther as we ought. In honoring Christ we honor the 
Father, for the oneness of which Jesus spake in his 
prayer for Christian unity is such that they can not be 
separated in this honor. It seems to me that no pro- 
fessed Christians should be so jealous of the exalted 
character of Christ as those who wish to be known 
only by his name. While others exalt him, let us see 
to it that he is not wounded in the house of his prc- 
fessed friends—those who wear his name only—and 
that we do not speak of him, who had glory with the 
Father before the world was, as he himself said in the 
prayer before alluded to, as a man, or only a man, but 
that we speak and think of him always as the “Son of 
God,” as ‘the image of his substance,” as the one in 
whom “dwelleth all the fullness of the Godhead bodily,” 
and I may further suggest that we refrain from bid- 
ding ““God-speed” to those who will not give the honor 
and glory due to the divine Son of God. 


4. The last suggestion that I make concerning the 
mission of the church is that it is to persuade men to 
accept Christ. It is not enough to oppose sin in all its 
forms as we are to do; it is not sufficient that we teach 
the highest morality, and the theory of righteousness; 
nor should we stop even with lifting on high the royal 
standard of the cross; we must advance upon the 
enemy and win him to Christ. We must “persuade 
men.” Christianity is aggressive, and it is in harmony 
with its spirit to make new conquests daily. The Christ 
must be uplifted with the express purpose and effort to 
bring his opposers to sue for mercy. As it was only 
for those who looked upon the brazen serpent that there 
was healing, so now it is only those who believe in 
Christ who are saved, and our work is both to uplift 
Christ and persuade men to believe on him. Men may 
assent to the truth as it is faithfully proclaimed with- 
out accepting it. This is not enough for the church. 
We have the assent of millions to the truth, who pay 
very little heed to it in their lives. It is to bring men 
into practical accord with the truth, such as shall lead 
them to accept Christ fully, that we are to labor. No 
devoted follower of Christ will be satisfied when the 
truth is taught with a mere nominal assent to it, but he 
will seek to bring about a hearty reception thereof, 
which shall be manifested by a renewed life in Christ 
Jesus. While we are to bring the truth as it is in 
Jesus to men, we must bring men to Jesus. The 
church—Christians—need to be like Philip, who found 
his brother Nathaniel, and Andrew who found his 
brother Peter, and brought them to Christ. We are 
to recognize every man as our brother in this work, 
and hence to go and bring them to Christ. We are to 
constrain them to accept the gracious redemption pro- 
vided for lostymen. Every sermon, every prayer, pub- 
lie or private, every exhortation, should have some- 
thing of persuasion in them, seeking,to bring men toa 
saving knowledge of the truth in Jesus. The whole 
energy of every Christian in all Christian work (and 
should he not keep this in view always?) should be cen- 
tered in this one purpose to win men to accept and 
practice the truth. : 


But I have laid sufficient emphasis, perhaps, upon 
this last thought. It may be proper before closing 


to say some word upon our mission as a distinct relig- 


ious body, as I understand it. I do this all the more 
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cheerfully as I remember that no utterance of mine 
will be binding upon any brother’s conscience, but will 
be heard simply as the utterance of a brother’s opinion. 
I would say, then, that I regard it as the mission of our 
people to do what has been already suggested as the 
mission or work of the church. We have this in com- 
mon with all who are Christians, whatever may be the 
name they wear besides. Then I would say one part of 
our mission, and that which should be regarded as most 
important—for I hold it to be most vital—is to do the 
practical work of the gospel. 

But I will suggest one or two points that seem to me 
to be of some peculiar interest to our people. The 
first that I mention is (1) to promote Christian unity. 
Our fathers, all honor to them, made this one of the 
rallying cries of their ministry. They lamented the 
divisions in the one great family. They mourned over 
the conflicts of contending sects, and the consequent 
waste of energy incident thereto. They sighed and 
yearned for a spirit of union among God’s people. 
They labored ‘to bring about such a desirable consum- 
mation. The spirit which they possessed has spread to 
other devoted men of God in nearly all denominations 
of Christians. The recent session of the Congress of 
Churches was the result of this growing desire in the 
hearts of many Christians. While we can never know 
in this life how much the teachings of our humble body 
of Christian believers have ministered to this desirable 
end, we are tocontinue to give forth no uncertain teach- 
ing upon thisimportant subject. But it is not the theory - 
that men need most. The practice should accompany 
the teaching. We have the opportunity to show to all 
Christians our sincerity in this matter. The fact that 
we have the opportunity to do so, it seems to me, 
should be accepted by us asa call to this work. I say 
opportunity, for we are not bound by any denomina- 
tional law or usage to such a way of church adminis- 
tration as to prevent any devout Christian from having 
a home with our people. Hence I suggest in the 
second place,as a part of our mission, to make all 
Christians welcome in our churches. So far as human 
wisdom, under divine direction may do it, we should 
seek to assure to all whom Jesus receives a welcome 
with us, and with such loyalty to him as becomes faithful 
followers, should not welcome to vur fellowship those 
who have not his spirit, and hence are not owned of 
him. We need to remember that “Christian character” 
is our only test of fellowship. We ought to be as will- 
ing to receive with hearty welcome the devout Chris- 
tian who is satisfied with the baptism he received in in- 
fancy, as the devout Baptist who could only be satisfied 
with an entire immersion of the body in “much water.” 
Nor do I believe there is any authority in Christ’s 
teaching for us to refuse the same hearty welcome to 
the Quaker who believes only in the baptism of the 
Spirit, that we give to the Disciple who lays so much 
stress upon immersion. Nor do I see any reason for 
our hesitating to welcome to our fellowship the most 
rigid Calvinistic Presbyterian, which would not apply 
in the case of a Free-will Baptist. For myself, I do 
not hesitate to say that I am in fuller sympathy with 
the so-called orthodox bodies of Christian believers 
than I am with those so-called “liberal” people whose 
excessive spirit of liberality causes them to cast away 
the divinity of our blessed Lord. We must not forget 
that the one center about which we must be gathered 
is Christ. Leaving him out, or dethroning him from 
his divinity, it seems to me, should in no way be in- 
dorsed by those who call themselves gladly by his 
name, and his only. As I understand this matter, our 
people seek to make a home for all God’s devoted chil- 
dren, We profess to occupy a union platform, and te 
present a basis for Christian unity upon which all can 
unite. We have doubtless failed frequently in prac- 
tice. We may have been too strenuous sometimes in 
asking the observance of rites and ceremonies. 


Tt seems to me that we should require but one thing 
as a requisite for admission into our churches, and that 
is, to be satisfied that the person seeking admission is 
governed by the one purpose—to live for Christ. This 
purpose appearing, there should be liberty as to the 
matter and form of baptism; as to the doctrine of the 
unity or the trinity; as to freedom of the will, or the 
doctrine of decrees; and as to all the catalogue of 
Christian doctrines, so long as there is hearty and un- 
mistakable loyalty to Christ. The one necessary thing 
where there must be unity is found in the office and 
character of Christ. The question, “Whose son is he?” 
admits’of only one answer, That he is the Son of God.

The last of May, after reading of a strange thing in 
our paper, viz., that the New Jersey Conference was 
to hold its session in the village of Lewisburg, in cen- 
tral Pennsylvania, where I attended a session of the 
Pennsylvania Conference about forty years since, I 
made up my mind to go to that conference, whic? [ did, 
and had a spiritually good time in meeting old and new 
friends who greeted me warmly by the hand and invited 
me to a seat in their deliberations. 

When I arrived I was taken by a messenger to Bro. 
Slifer’s, the same family where 1 stopped with my wife 
nearly forty years since, and where I met with the same 
warm reception as then. If any of our brethren ever 
visit Lewisburg and wish to find a good home there, you 
will find it. 

The business of the conference was harmonious and 
all in good fellowship. The conference raised for dif- 
ferent objects I think over three hundred dollars. That 
looked like doing something, for which I thank God 
and take courage. Sunday and Sunday evening the 
pulpits of other churches were filled by our ministers. 
I was invited to preach to Rev. Mr. Young’s congrega 
tion of the evangelical denomination. He is a good, 
warm-hearted Christian gentleman, who received me 
cordially and thanked me for my services. The 
New Jersey Christian Conference is a noble band of 
ministers and churches. To say the least of them, 
they are workers. God bless them in their work of 
love. 

June 9th to 11th the New York State Sunday-school 
Association met in this city. Nearly eight hundred 
delegates were present. I did not see a minister of our 
denomination represented, although delegates were 
here from all parts of the state, and it was understood 
to be a union association of all the churches in the 
state. I saw nothing to the contrary, as our school 
and myselt wereinvited to jointhemintheirmeeting. It 
seems to me that when other denominations are taking 
the position we have been pleading these many years, 
we should not be slow to take their hand and join them 
in every good work. 

In this city, as far as I know, there is not a dis- 
cordant note among the clergy of fourteen congrega- 
tions. Even in my little mission-work here (which has 
so troubled a few of the more jealous ones of our min- 
istry) we are acknowledged and recognized as a Chris- 
tian Church of the city, and doing a much needed work. 
They say, “God bless you; we wish there were more 
such; you are doing a good work.” 

I would be glad if God would send us a good, pious, 
stirring young man to help in this mission-work. I 
think more good could be done. The work is moving 
slowly on. We expect four to unite with us to-morrow. 
Brethren, pray for our mission-work here.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 





The stated meeting of the board of managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, June 4, 1885, 
the Hon. E. L. Fancher, LL.D., vice-president, in 
the chair. 

Secretary McLean conducted devotional services, 
reading from the 40th chapter of Isaiah and offering 
prayer. 

Among the communications presented from foreign 
lands were letters of thanks from the Bible Society of 
France and the Waldensian Evangelical Committee, in 
acknowledgment of recent grants of money. 

Consignments and grants of books for distribution 
at home and abroad were made to the value of $13,- 
200. 

It was reported that one hundred and fifty-four 
colporteurs are now engaged in the society's service; 
and that in April they visited 36,048 families (of whom 
4,895 were found destitute of the Bible), and distrib- 
uted 16,964 copies of Scripture, of the value of $6,450. 

Four societies were recognized as auxiliary: one 
each in Dakota, Florida, Georgia, and Nebraska. 

A committee appointed at a previous meeting to at- 


tend the funeral of the late Mr. Frelinghuysen, re- 
ported that they had discharged that duty; and another 
committee, through its chairman, the Hon. John Jay, 
submitted a paper in commemoration of Mr. Freling- 
huysen, which was adopted and entered on the minutes 
of the board. 

The total receipts for May were $63,431.82, and 
100,106 volumes were issued from the Bible House 
during the same time.

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A WORD ON THE SABBATH 
QUESTION. 


A young man who had just been or- 
dained and was about leaving home to 
assume the duties for the first time as a 
pastor, received no more valuable advice 
from his old Christian mother than when 
she looked him earnestly in the eyes and 
said, ‘John, stick to your text.” So in 
the consideration of this question, we 
must stick to our text, or, better yet, stick 
to God's command; and what is it? 
“Remember the Sabbath day to keep i 
holy.” The outside world says, ‘‘Yes, to 
keep it holy—I uxderstand what that 
means,” and they give a very elastic 
definition to the word “holy.” We need 
not go to the dictionary to find out what 
holy means. Here is something which 
helps us to understand its meaning: 
“Six days shalt thou labor and do all thy 
work, but the seventh day is the Sabbath 
of the Lord thy God, In it thou shalt not 
do any work, thou nor thy son,” and so 
on. And then we read that the Lord, 
having finished his work of creating the 
world, rested on the seventh day, ‘‘where- 
fore the Lord blessed the Sabbath day 
and hallowed it.”” Hallowed it? What 
isthat? Whatis itto hallow? We find 
this definition: ‘‘To make holy.” But 
can we get anything more definite than 
that? Yes, this: ‘To set apart for holy 
or religious use.” Well, what is religious 
use? ‘‘Religious!”’ what does that mean ? 
It means teaching or setting forth religion. 
Now, what is religion? Where can you 
find a more comprehensive and satisfying 
definition than this: ‘Religion is the 
recognition of God as an object of wor- 
ship, love, and obedience.”” Well, then, 
we should be satisfied to believe that the 
Sabbath was set apart for us asa day of 
rest, and a day when we can worship 
God without being disturbed by the usual 
duties and cares which press upon us on 
other days; and so the day must be 
spent; whether we like it or not has 
nothing to do with it, You may: have 
your theory about the Sabbath question, 
and I may have mine: but it will be 
better for us all if we stick to the com- 
mand of God and ‘remember the Sab-

—Half the town of Suffolk, Va., was 
destroyed by fire last week. 

—The prospects are that the wheat 
erop of Michigan will be about 25,000,000 
bushels. 

—The Presbyterian Church at Ship- 
pensburg, Pa., has been destroyed by 
fire. Loss, $26,000. 

—The total imports of dry goods at 
the port of New York, for the week end- 
ing June 12th, were $1,197,676. 

—The Liberty Bell, which has been on 
exhibition at New Orleans, arrived at 
Philadelphia June 18th. 

—The Illinois Legislature has passed a 
bill by which the system of contract labor 
in the State Penitentiary is abolished. 

—Four troops of cavalry and four com- 

panies of infantry are in pursuit of the 
Apache Indians, whose depredations in 
New Mexico have become murderous. 
_ —The condition of the growing cotton 
and corn in West Tennessee, North 
Arkansas, North Alabama and North 
Mississippi, is unusually favorable for a 
heavy yield. 

—Prof. Riley, of Washington, predicts 
that the more northern states of the 
Mississippi Valley will escape serious 
consequences from locust visitation this 
year. 

—The losses by fire of the United States 
and Canada, for May, are estimated at 
$8,750,000, a ten per cent. increase over 
the losses during the same month for ten 
years past. 

—The remains of Alex. H. Stephens 
were transferred, on the roth inst., from 
the vault in Atlanta to Liberty Hall, 
Crawfordsville, Ga., for a ‘permanent 
resting place. 

—The report of the Agricultural De- 
partment for June estimates the total 
wheat crop of the country at 360,000,000 
bushels, of which 207,000,000 is winter, 
and 153,000,000 spring—23,000,000 bush- 
els short of that of 1881. 

—Manufacturers of the Mahoning Val- 
ley are considering the feasibility of erect- 
ing a large steel plant at Youngstown, 
Ohio, with a capacity sufficient to furnish 
all the rolling mills with billets for work- 
ing into bar and merchant steel. 

—The Supreme Court of Ohio, on the 
gth inst., rendered a decision in the 
mumerous cases of appeal from courts of 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, and Columbus, 
which had favored the refunding of the 
Scott Law tax to persons who had paid 
it. The decision was against the refund- 


ing of the taxes which had been paid 
under the law.
